Reduce Accidents One 
Third, Is Safety Goal 


PENCOURACED by results for the 
4 first six months of this year, the 
divisions and various units have set a 
goal for 1953 which, if attained, will 
mean at least 380 fewer workers in- 
jared. 


Last year, 1145 employes were in- 
jured, but this year’s results up to the 
end of July indicated that if the cur- 
rent pace is maintained, the number of 
injuries will be reduced by one third, 


How continued improvement is hbe- 
ing made was shown in the 20 per cent 
reduction in June, followed by 30. per 
cent in July. During the first six 
months there were 108 fewer accidents 
than in the same period of 1952. In 
July there were 38 Jess than during 
July, 1952. 
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PAYCHECKS GET “NEW LOOK” 


Ppactric LINES paychecks, number- 
ing 120,000 a month, soon will ap- 
pear in a new form. Instead of the 
present relatively lightweight paper, 
they will be printed on punched cards 
like the one reproduced above and dis- 
played on the cover by Pat Harrington, 
tabulating machine operator, Auditor of 
Pay Roll Accts., SF. 

The new card-form checks are part 
of a general plan of modernizing ac- 
counting procedures that are required 
for the huge task of computing earnings 
for 60,000 Pacific Lines employes twice 
a month, and delivering them on sched- 
we. Western and Coast will be the first 
divisions on which the checks will be 
distributed, and it is expected that the 
entire Pacific Lines pay roll will be 
completed by January, 1954. The new 
checks will be accompanied by another 
new form—a deductions-earnings card, 
which will be retained by the employe. 

In announcing the new form, General 
Auditor P. J. Kendall called particular 
attention to the request printed across 
the bottom of each check, “Do not Fold, 
Bend or Spindle.” 

“Tt is extremely important that this 
request he complied with,” Kendall ex- 
plained. “After these checks are cashed 
they are returned to us and are sent 
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through machines for balancing and re- 
cording. If they have been folded, torn 
or mutilated, they will not pass through 
the machines, necessitating special han- 
dling so that the work is unnecessarily 
delayed, Al departments concerned 
with the preparation of pay rolls and 
issuance of paychecks work on a close 
schedule to insure that all earnings are 
accounted for and distributed in the 
time allowed. The full cooperation of 
employes in careful handling of pay- 
checks will assist materially in the over- 
all handling of this pay roll work.”

Group Hespital Insurance Has 
Liberal Benefits at Low Cost 


S ANNOUNCED by President D. J. 
Russell in last menth’s Bulletin, 
arrangements have been made with the 
Provident Life & Accident Insurance 
Company for employes of Southern Pa- 
cific and wholly owned subsidiaries to 
obtain group hospital insurance for 
their dependents. 


In making this insurance available, 
your Company was motivated by the

liberal than those usually offered on an 
individual basis. The “wholesale” buy- 
ing power of the group gives each em- 
ploye the benefit of lower premium cost. 
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Kalbaugh Gees To Alaska RR; 
Boykin Heads Salt Lake Div. 


RANK E. KALBAUGH, superin- 
Ltendent, Salt Lake Division, was 
named general man- 
ager of the Alaska 
Railroad, effective 
September 1. His 
appointment as chief 
of the government- 
owned 539-mile line 
from Anchorage to 
Fairbanks was an- 
nounced by Secre- 
tary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay. 

His successor on Salt Lake Div. is 
D. P. Boykin, who was succeeded as 
superintendent, San Joaquin Div., by 
W. E. Eastman, former assistant super- 
intendent, Western Div. 

Eastman was replaced by W. H. Fer- 
guson, whe moved from a similar posi- 
tion at Stockton. N. B. Eddlestone suc- 
ceeds Eastman, and his former position 
of trainmaster, Oakland Pier, is filled 
by L. E. Hoyt. Hoyt was succeeded as 
trainmaster, Merced, by J. J. Willis, 
formerly assistant trainmaster, Fresno. 


Kalbaugh started with SP in 1919 as 
a clerk at Bakersfield, advanced to chief 
clerk to superintendent, San Joaquin 
Div., and served subsequently as train- 
master there and on Portland, Rio 
Grande and Coast divisions, prior to 
becoming assistant superintendent of 
transportation, SIF, in 1943. He became 
assistant superintendent, Western Div., 
in 1944, returned to SF as superintend- 
ent of transportation in 1947, and went 
to Ogden as Salt Lake Diy. superin- 
tendent in 1948, 

Boykin started in 1926 as a Portland 
Diy. yardman. Later he became train- 
master there and on San Joaquin Div.; 
assistant terminal superintendent and 
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terminal superintendent, LA; assistant 
superintendent, LA Div.; and assistant 
to the general manager, SF. He has 
been San Joaquin Div. superintendent 
since 1951. 

Eastman started as a Salt Lake Div. 
brakeman in 1920 after 8 years with 
Ogden Union Railway & Depot Co., 
served as terminal trainmaster there, 
subsequently was assistant trainmaster 
and trainmaster on Salt Lake, Portland, 
Tucson and Western divisions. He be- 
came terminal superintendent, West 
Oakland, in 1942 and assistant super- 
intendent, Western Div., in 1946. 

Ferguson joined SP in 1925 as a yard 
and station clerk on Coast Div., later 
filed trainmaster duties on Coast and 
Rio Grande divisions. Since December, 
1946, he has been successively assistant 
superintendent on Shasta and Western 
divisions. 

Eddlestone held various positions on 
the East Bay and Interurban Electric 
lines from 1925, later was trainmaster 
on Shasta, Portland and Western divi- 
sions. 

Hoyt began his SP career in 1948 
with assignments in the Executive De- 
partment, SF, went on to Shasta Div. 
as brakeman, advanced to assistant 
trainmaster and later trainmaster on Rio 
Grande, Los Angeles and Western divi- 
sions. 

Willis started as an agent-telegrapher 
en San Joaquin Div. in 1940, held 
various positions until his appointment 
as assistant trainmaster in 1951. 


Last year the railroads earned only

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SP Pass Holders Cam Ride Coach 
Streamliners Now for Half Fare 


OUTHERN Pacific railroaders and 
their families who are eligible for 
annual or trip passes can now obtain 
half-fare coach rates on a number of 
our heretofore restricted streamliners. 


The half-fare rates will be in effect 
on a trial basis from September 15 to 
March 31, 1954, They will apply only 
for chair car travel between terminals 
and between intermediate stations on 
the Shasta Daylight, Coast Daylight and 
San Joaquin Daylight, and in chair cars 
on the Starlight, This does not apply 
to parlor car seats. 


When available, space on these trains 
can be reserved any day by pass holders 
through the usual ticket reservation pro- 
cedure, except on the following dates: 


November 25 and 29, December 24 
and 31, January 3, February 19 and 22. 
On those days, travel is expected to be 
abnormally heavy due to the Thanks- 
giving, Christmas, New Year's and 
Washington's Birthday holidays. ‘There: 
fore it is essential that space on these 
popular trains be reserved solely for 
full-fare customers. 


To illustrate how the plan works, let’s 
suppose you are taking a trip on the 
Coast Daylight from San Francisco to 
Los Angeles. When you board the train 
you must have your ticket and a coach 
seat reservation, as well as your pass. 
So you go to your nearest ticket office, 
show your pass and purchase your half- 
fare ticket (federal tax extra). You also 
buy a coach seat reservation, Seat 
reservations will be sold at the regular 
full price, plus federal tax, 


Should the half-fare cost of a trip 
end in an odd number of cents, a 
sufficient amount will be added to make 
the total end in either “0” or “5.” 


In announcing the half-fare plan, 
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Claude Peterson, vice president, system 
passenger traffic, said: “It is hoped that 
many of our people will take advantage 
of this opportunity to become better 
acquainted with our streamlined coach 
train services, which rank among the 
finest in the country.”

NWP Has Important Part In 


Growth of Redwood Empire 


RECENT tour of inspection of 
Northwestern Pacific properties by 
President D. J. Russell in company with 
other SP and NWP officers focused at- 
tention on the scenic “railroad through 
the redwoods.” One highlight of the 
two-day visit was a dinner at the Ingo- 
mar Club in Eureka attended by Hum- 
boldt County civic and business leaders. 
The visitors were impressed by evi- 
dence of growth in the Eureka area and 
all of the Redwood Empire. Expansion 
of the lumber industry particularly was 
noted. In Humboldt County alone, the 
number of lumber mills increased from 
24 to 262, from 194] to the end of 1952. 


Lumber Tonnage Heavy 


Redwood and Douglas fir are staples 
in NWP’s diet of steady growth. With 
demand fed by the nation’s need for 
building products during the postwar 
period, lumber and other wood products 
supplied in plenty by the Redwood Em- 
pire have provided more than 80 per 
cent of NWP’s tonnage recently. 

The men and women of NWP, as- 
sisted by substantial improvements to 
the railroad’s properties and additions 
to operating equipment, have met chal- 
lenging operating conditions in their ef- 
forts to serve the Redwood Empire. 

The NWP’s rails wind a sinuous path 
up the Eel River out of Eureka through 
country as beautiful as it is rugged. 

Despite terrain and occasional in- 
clement weather, NWP railroaders are 
handling more traffic than ever. For the 
first five months of 1953, business to- 
taled 633,655,879 gross ton-miles, an 
increase of 6 per cent over the first 
five months of 1952. And during 1952, 
net revenue from railway operations in- 
creased 29 per cent over 1951,

To help meet shippers’ requirements 
in the rapidly growing territory, Russell 
explained at the Ingomar Club dinner, 
NWP is making substantial investments. 
NWP carlier in 1952 received 13 new 
1500-horsepower freight diesel locomo- 
tives. Ten new 800-horsepower diesels 
were added during July, and the road 
is scheduled to receive seven additional 
1500-horsepower freight diesels and two 
1500-horsepower combination freight 
and passenger diesels. 


Diese! Program 


These additions will give NWP a 
total of 40 diesels with 47,680 horse- 
power, representing an investment of 
about $6,400,000. Upon receipt of all 
the new units, NWP expects te com- 
pletely dieselize the line between Willits 
and Eureka. It hopes that by some time 
early in 1954, the entire railroad will 
be dieselized. 

Other improvements planned include 
additional yard tracks and improved en- 
gine house facilities at Eureka; added 
irackage at Arcata; extension of sidings 
at various points; laying 35 miles of 
heavier rail; and increased communica- 
tions facilities. 

The story of lumber, lifeblood of the 
railroad, is known almost as well as 
the intricacies of railroading te NWP 
employes, who work in close co-opera- 
tion with the forest industries. 

At one Eureka mill, where pictures 
on the opposite page were taken, logs 
roll onto the industry’s spur in a cut of 
NWP flat cars. The cars are pushed 
along a tilted track beside the mill- 
pond and rolled off the flats with “jill- 
pokes” manned by mill cmployes. 

Skipping from log to log with the 
grace of dancers, the pondmen guide

the logs toward the mill, tying “sinkers” 
to “floaters” when necessary. Contrary 
to popular belief, all wood does not 
float. “Sinkers” are heavy logs from the 
base of giant trees and will drop to 
the bottom of the pond unless beund 
to a “floater.” 

Large “bull-chains” pull the logs up 
a steep incline from the pond to the 
log deck inside the mill where they are 
transferred to carriages that feed them 
to the saws. These “head-rigs” are 61 
feet long and 16 inches wide and run 
on two large wheels. Their operation re- 
quires two men—a “sawyer” who is in 
complete charge of the sawing, and the 
“setter” who rides on the carriage and 
sets the log out to the required thick- 
ness on signal of the sawyer. 

Wide slabs go from the “head-rig” 
to the edger to be ripped into desired 
widths. The boards then pass on to the 
air trimmer’s saws where defects are 
cut out and the hoard trimmed to 
length. 

Traveling along chains, the boards 
are inspected and graded, then stacked 
outeide for air-drying and eventual cur- 
ing in dry kilns after one to 12 months, 
depending on the weather and moisture 
content of the lumber. 


At that point, the lumber is ready 
once more to move over NWP’s rails to 
the nation’s builders and factories.

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That Music in the Air 
is Our New Diesel Horn 
Motorists along our Pacific Lines 


right-of-way are hearing a new 
sound these days, a melodious but com- 
maniling note of caution at grade cross- 
ings. 


Our diesel road engines are being 
equipped with chime type air horns in 
place of the former one-note type. Three- 
chime horns are installed on branch- 


line locomotives and five-chime horns on 
passenger and freight cab units, produc- 
ing a sound unlike either the steam 
whistle or earlier diesel horn. Switchers 
will continue to carry one-tone horns. 


The new chimes are being installed 
on existing units of our growing diesel 
ficet as present horns require replace- 
ment, according to our Motive Power 
Department, SF. Many recently ordered 
diesels are delivered equipped with 
chimes by their builders. 


How citizens feel about the new 
sound, is indicated in a report Head 
Bulletin Reporter Howard Bailey, Port- 
land Div., heard from Assistant Re- 
porter R. J. Higgins, Medford. Residents 
of that community said the new three- 
chime sounds coming from Engine 
5266, a branchline locomotive, net only 
were pleasing to the ear but seemed 
more audible when approaching grade 
crossings.

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Cooperation Between 
Shippers and Railroad 
Cuts Livestock Claims 5 


"He West traditionally has been a 
livestock raising region. Now, as 
when it started more than 80 years ago, 
Seuthern Pacific gets an important part 
of its freight revenues from movement of 
animals from ranch to stockyard. In 
1952 there were 24,844 carloads of cattle, 
5754 of shcep and goats and 3535 of 
hogs loaded on Pacific Lines. 

Continuous efforts of railroaders and 
shippers have resulted in a substantial 
reduction of freight claim payments due 
to loss, dead stock, shrinkage and bruis- 
ing. During 1952, our claim payments 
averaged $3.44 per car handled, in com- 
parison with an average of $6.06 per car 
paid by all other Class I carriers re- 
porting. 


LIVESTOCK LOADING 


This record resulted from close co- 
operation among railroaders and ship- 
pers in seeing that animals were held 
in safe, roomy pens; providing proper 
cars with clean new bedding and em- 
phasizing careful handling during lead- 
ing and unloading operations, in transit 
and during fecd and water stops. 


Claims come from neglect of these 
factors; also from mixture of stock in 
pens or during reloading, failure to 
make accurate counts, terminal delays 
and loading of cars too far in advance 
of train departure, according to P. M. 
Chaimov, manager, Freight Protection, 
Merchandise and Station Service. 


“Often when consignments of live 
stock are mixed, both owners file claims, 
and frequently it is necessary to pay 
each,” Chaimov added. 

Much of the important claim reduc- 
tion effort develops from stressing of 
proper livestock handling techniques at 
divisional Loss and Damage Committee 
meetings. 


Eternal Vigilance 


FPM8&SS representatives are conti 
uously active too, making on-ground in- 
spections, instructing corral-stockyard 
operators and railroaders and secing 
that regulations of the U. S. Bureau of 
Animal Industry affecting livestock are 
carried out.

“Railroaders and their families con- 
sume a lot of meat,” Chaimov said, “so 
we're also saying money in our own 
households by helping to keep meat 
prices down and quality up.”

Sift together and add: 214 cups flour; 
1 teaspoon ginger; 14 teaspoon cloves; 
3% teaspoon cinnamon; 1 teaspoon salt. 

Add 2 well-beaten eggs. 

Bake in 13” x 9” x 2” pan at 350° 
about 45 minutes, or until done. 


Serve plain, or with whipped cream, 
cream cheese, or butter-cream frosting. 


OUR IDEA OF EASY DINNER 

On the day we decided to try Helen 
Tait’s gingerbread, we did some figur- 
ing as to what would make a good 
dinner with the least amount of work.
